All of this attack is without fact or foun­ 
dation 
ADA IS not now nor has it ever 
been proven to he Communist-controlled 
or motivated 
It has. unfortunately, been 
the victim of a vicious smear campaign 
on the part of those who could not stomach 
Its liberal point of view. Mr. Bernstein, 
in fact, IS no more dangerous to the uni­ 
versity and Its students than would Im Mr. 
Cooper or Mr. Romans because they are 
Republicans. 
They, however, would be more danger­ 
ous than he because of their intolerance.

School Candidates Close 


No contest for public office will ever be 
closer in terms of the caliber of candidates 
than the present race for election to the 
Lincoln Board of Kducation. Four promi­ 
nent citizens are seeking the two vacancie.s 
on the board and the election of any of them 
will be an asset to the city. 
In answering questions submitted to them 
by The Star, the candidates came out re­ 
markably close in both the quality and 
similarity of their answers. One of these 
questions solicited the candidates’ view's 
on meeting future physical plant needs. 
While a distinction among the four views is 
difficult to make, the order of finish based 
on awareness of the problem and means of 
meeting it would place 1. J . Devoe first, 
J . Arthur Danielson second, Dr. Ben J ames 
third and Dr. Emerson J ones fourth. 
On the matter of special education—the 


gifted, the retarded and the disturbed child 
- the candidates’ views were too close to 
permit an honest distinction. .All agreed, 
basically, that this type of education is 
needed but is secondary to basic education 
of the average student. 
On salaries, a distinction could be made 
on recognition of the problem and decisive­ 
ness m meeting it. In this, Dr. J ames and 
Danielson appeared lo have an equal edge 
over Devoe and then Dr. J ones. In com­ 
menting on any other issues m general, the 
candidates were again very close with the 
only edge, if any, going to Devoe for the 
significance of his answer and the specific 
w'ay in which he treated it. But the race 
could still hardly be called anything but a 
toss-up. with your choice depending upon 
your own philosophy m these matters.

It is unfortunate that Mrs. Clare Boothe 
Luce responded to her Senate confirmation 
as a diplomat with language disproving that 
she is diplomatic. 
It was unsettling to many to experience 
the dispatch of an ambassadress to Brazil, 
that large and important and sensitive na­ 
tion, whose first act was to hit Senator 
Wayne Morse over the head with a verbal 
two by four. It was a warning to Brazil 
that a high-headed lady is on the way and 
everyone had better watch out. 
Least hurt in the surprising Washington 
exchange was Senator Morse, The senator 
is 
a 
controversialist 
and 
has 
always 
practiced the trade w’ith more candor than 
subtlety. There is nothing that Mrs. Luce 
or anyone could say or do that could 
illuminate his public position as well and 
thoroughly as he himself has done. Her re­ 
marks will neither add to his body of 
critics nor deduct as much as one from

those who are convinced that he Is a great 
public serving statesman. 
Perhaps it was a quick perception of that 
which caused tlie senator to make a re­ 
strained answer to .Mrs. Luce’s indictment 
of his sanity. 
But Mrs. Luce did succeed in embarrass­ 
ing her friend. President Eisenhower, by 
stimulating a public question of her tempera­ 
mental suitability as a diplomat. She also 
discounted the public's appraisal of her past 
diplomatic career while shaking the na­ 
tion’s faith in the Luce family’s Time-Life- 
Fortune empire as an infallible interpreter 
of things politic. 
But the concerns of the family and of the 
President are of secondary importance. 
President 
Eisenhower has 
been 
embar­ 
rassed before by those he has chosen to 
draw his political portrait. He will live 
through it. 
The future diplomatic health of U S - 
Brazil relations are of the greater moment. 
Save That Hallowed Ground 
Rep. J ames .M. Quigley, congressman 
from the Gettysburg, Pa., district has asked 
his neighbor, President Eisenhower, to in- 
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r aO N B - A U . DEPAATMENTS-Z-IZM 


terest himself in the federal acquisition of 
more land composing the historic Gettys­ 
burg battlefield. 


The National Park Service has had the 
military cemetery there since 
IRa'i and 
portions of the battlefield as later acqui.si- 
tions. But much of it yet is privately owned. 
Rep. Quigley’s objection is that com­ 
mercial interests are rapidly encroaching 
on the hallowed ground and unless the Con­ 
gress acts one of the most affectionately 
held national shrines will lose some of its 
meaning. 


A similar problem is vexing the Sharps- 
burg battlefield where portions are being 
used up by real estate development. 
Time and technology has caused the na­ 
tion to break with many things of the past, 
but the nation will never consent to the 
obliteration of the landmarks of the War 
Between the States. The country can never 
get so rich “and land needy that it can give 
up one foot of such sacred ground. 


It is to be hoped that President Eisen­ 
hower acts quickly and forcefully in behalf 
of Rep. Quigley’s patriotic request. What- 
fv er the expense of it may be. it is one 
charge America will happily pay.

She then heard from the 
Senate in a tense and emo­ 
tional scene which veterans 
say has not been duplicated 
in that historic chamber. 
Senator Morse had read 
Mr.s. Luce’s statement to his 
colleagues and had replied 
lo it equably with a jouch of 
humor and a sober prayer 
for her success in her new 
post. 
With 
his 
customary 
blandness. Republican Lead­ 
er Everett Dirksen sought to 
pass off the incident as mere 
jest. 
But 
S e n at o r 
F r an k 
Lausche, the Ohio conserva­ 
tive, saw it differently. In 
short, powerful sentences, he 
sketched a chilling vignette 
of “ an absence of rationality 
so serious that if she had 
made that statement before 
the vote was taken, I would 
not have voted in favor of her 
nomination.” 
i t 
Lausche insisted the Sen­ 
ate could not “ stand idly by 
despite the pow er of t h i s 


lady.” even though he pro­ 
fessed to believe that she 
had proved she had the pow­ 
er to harm individual sena­ 
tors and would do so. It was 
a direct challenge to the 
whole publishing empire of 
her husband. Henry Luce. 
Another aye voter, Sena­ 
tor Ralph Yarborough, spoke 
in a more homely vein. “ We

Still a third, Senator Gale

Morse showed, his political 
debts to the Luces are many 
and heavy. 
In .New' York, Luce said 
he had asked his wife to 
resign 
because her useful­ 
ness had been impaired by 
a “ political vendetta” in the 
Senate. The story followed 
the outbreak occasioned by 
her statement but did not 
refer to it, so it was not 
immediately clear whether 
or not the outbreak triggered 
the statement. 
In any case, Mrs. Luce’s 
folly in so needlessly p r o- 
voking the Senate is on every 
tongue and can only injure 
her in any diplomatic role. 
Mrs. 
Luce’s 
worm’s-eye 
view of the human race has 
been famous since, as Clare 
Boothe, she wrote “ The Wom­ 
en,” in which every woman 
but one was a cartoon and 
that one was not smart. In 
the political field, her razor

My cousin Tom and I went 
over by the farm the other 
day.
